The tenement garbage boxes are strongly alluded to. Into 
these boxes all the filth of a dozen families is deposited. The 
shape of these boxes renders the removal of their contents diffi- 
cult, so that they are rarely or never emptied thoroughly; the 
consequence is a delicate nose can smell a tenement-house a 
block off, and the foul stench which pervades the atmosphere 
must be unwholesome, if not deadly, to the surrounding neigh- 
borhood. The remedy proposed is to do away altogether with 
the garbage boxes, to have at stated intervals every day carts 
pass around and receive the garbage from each house, and to 
make the landlords responsible for every violation of this ordi- 
nance by his tenants. 

The “dumping grounds” of the city have long been a grievous 
nuisance to the neighboring houses. The Inspector proposes to 
do away with them altogether, and substitute for them scows or 
boats properly constructed to receive the garbage direct from the 
carts and bear it away at once. This would be an incalculabk 
relief to the city, and, besides tending to purify it, would save to 
it some $20,000 or $30,000 annually, which is now supposed to 
be the value of the dumping grounds. A similar arrangement 
is proposed in regard to the offal docks. 

While the Inspector has abolished the offal boiling establish- 
ments from the city, he finds it impossible to abate the filthy 
nuisance of the fat boiling establishments without a special ordi- 
nance, which he prays for, and which should be passed the very 
day of the reassembling of the Common Council. 

The intolerable nuisance of the slaughter-hcuses is strongly 
animadverted to, and a similar arrangement to that of the Paris 
abattoirs is earnestly recommended. 

Many other crying evils are touched upon with discrimination 
and force, emong them the livery stables, in most cases so filthily 
kept, and the stable manure heaps, cesspools, culverts and 
sewers, building materials, &c. The imperfect and too often 
filthy condition of our markets is forcibly related, and Washing- 
ton and Fulton markets justly pronounced to be disgraceful to 
our city. He suggests that these places should be rebuilt in a 
proper manner, and the stalls be put up to auction, the leases to 
be for five years ormore. He also suggests that the necessities 
of the city demand two new markets, one on the north side above 
Twelfth street, and the other on the east side above Fourteenth 
street. The present tenement-houses are stroagly and bitterly 
condemned; their utter want of every accommodation or com- 
fort—their crowded, filthy and horrible condition are exposed 
and lamented—lamented because the Inspeetor has not the slight- 
test power to abate or remedy the terrible evil. Mr. Delavan 
devotes considerable space to the consideration ot that shameful 
and horrible traftic—swill milk : 

Humanity here interposes, and calls for the immediate and un- 
conditional abolition from New York island of every swill milk 
establishment. The total number of deaths in this city, as already 
stated, amounted during the last year to 21,645, of which number 
12,948 were children. A large majority of these deaths are traceable 
directly, or indirectly, to the use of swill milk. Can strcnger argu- 
taent than these records present be necessary to influence prompt 
action on the part of the Common Cvuncil tor the immediate des 
traction of these human slaughter-house establishments? Last year 
the Mayor of this city addressed a communication upon the subject 
t» the Academy of Medicine, asking investigation. 

The investigation was duly and carefully made, not only by 
chemical analysis, but by tracing directly the effects of the use of 
swill milk upon infants and adults. The result arrived at, by 
the examination of a vast number of incontrovertible cases, was 
that the milk was utterly unfit for human use, being in an 
eminent degree destructive to health : 

Dr. Reese, in an elaborate report upon infant mortality, re- 
marks: “ All the artificial adulterations of milk, as by water or 
chalk, are haimless, nay, laudable, compared with the poisonous 
supply obtained from cows fed on distillery slops ; for to this poison 
chemistry itself affords no antidote, since it defies all analysis or 
synthesis, a poison sui generis, utterly destructive of health and 
lite.’ 

Further remarks upon this subject are purposely avoided. It 
the testimony above given, and the voluminous official evidenc: 
already im possession of the city, showing the evil effects from swill 
milk upon the general health, are insufficient to effect a change 
then the work of slaughter must be proceeded with, and increased 
numbers of death be yearly added to our city bills of mortality. 

The introduction of swill milk into the city from adjoining cities 
towns, or villages should be prohibited by ordinance under severe 
penalties, otherwise the evil complained of would be but partially 
removed by the suppression of swill milk establishments on this 
island. The attention of the Common Council is earnestly directed 
to the subject, as one calling for immediate action. 





After the frightful and convincing evidence furnished from 
time to time in these columns, one would suppose that nothing 
more could be added ; but this accumulated evidence of the truth 
of all we said, produced too, at a time when the public mind had 
become in some degree tranquillised, should surely convince even 
our city authorities that, even at this late hour, it is their duty 
to act. The health of the city requires, and the voice of the peo- 
ple demands that the Reports of the Academy of Medicine and 
the City Inspector should be vigorously and immediately acted 
upon, and these pestilent swill milk and poisoned meat factories 
of New York and Brooklyn be broken up and abolished. 

The powers given to the City Inspector are in every respect too 
limited. Almost every evil that comes before him, and which 
needs prompt energetic action to remedy, he is compelled to refer 
to the Common Council, which, as our readers are aware, is a 
deliberative body and exceedingly slow in its action for the pub- 
Such subjects are often referred to committees, who 
either smother them altegether or never render any report. 

This important department should be invested with more dir- 
cretionary power, and until that desirable change is effected the 
evils and nuisances which disgrace and poison our city will 
flourish under the special protection of the myany-headed council. 

We must compliment Mr. Delavan on his report ; it is straight- 
forward, earnest, honest and far-seeing, and proves that he has 
thoroughly posted himself in the onerous duties of his office, and 
that he has closely examined every subject that legally comes 
within the scope of his duty. He is in truth a faithful servant of 
the public.

Child Drunkards and Vagabonds. 


| We had occasion, in a late number of this journal, to assert our 


full conviction of the principle that every vagabdnd child, or

lishment of this principle by law would have the effect of 
preventing a vast amount of crime, and impose a most efficient 
check on the vice which is increasing so rapidly among the rising 
generation. A few facts, presented only within the past week 
by the police reports of this city, illustrate, in a striking manner, 
what we have asserted. 

On the 12th August, James Murphy, a boy ten years old, was 
brought, in a beastly state of intoxication, before Justice Steers. 
“At the request of his parents,” the child was discharged, 
though this was actually the third time he had been brought 
dead drunk to the station-house—always discharged by Justice 
Steers at the same parental request! From the account of the 
case given by Captain Squires, it appeared that the lad was a 
most pitiable object, presenting all the characteristics of the con- 
firmed sot. 

It is hardly worth while to observe that parents who cannot 
keep a child of ten years from becoming a sot have no business 
to be its guardians. And it is quite as certain that if a justice 
can be found who will give up such a juvenile and confirmed sot 
on the strength of parental promise to reform him, the law is 
also either badly administered or worse constructed. Both eon- 
jectures are, however, probably true. Very recently, within a 
few days, a mother, who was a confirmed sot and an altogether 
degraded creature, made application for the restoration of her 
child, which was under kindly care in a good charitable institu- 
tion. The judge, before whom the case came, declined making a 
prompt decision, the law in the matter not being clear! Every 
day sees revolting cases of this kind appealing to prompt action, 
and neglected, either because the community has a good Anglo- 
Saxon indifference to, or sympathy with, a little strong cruelty 
and domestic tyranny, or because public opinion respects so 
highly the privileges of the family circle as to suffer it to become 
a nest of crime rather than disturb it. 

It is quite time that all these abuses were vigorously acted on 
We know, after all, what causes most of the vice and poverty in 
every community, and where the dangerous classes come from. 
A walk through Sing Sing and a glance at the prisoners show 
that nearly all criminals become such before the age of twenty 
—perhaps sixteen would be quite as true. A law to arrest 
vagabond children, and to educate, at State expense, ill who can 
be proved to be exposed to pauperism, cruelty and crime, would 
open a fine field of action to those philanthropists who are at 
present wasting their energies on a thousand unpractical and im- 
practicable efforts. In Portland, Maine, this question is being at 
least partially solved in a very direct manner. They have there 
an official styled the “ Truant Officer,” whose duty it is to arrest 
all truants from schools during school hours and return them to 
their duties. If schoolboys, even in this great city, were, as they 
always should be, dressed in a uniform, this would be an easy 
task, and one which could very well be performed by our ordi- 
nary police. Much greater evils than mere absence from school 
would be prevented by this measure.

Tue lights shown from a hondred windows, and the hom of gay 


voices—the music of merry lavughter—te jovial shout at the happy

The players who have that number of 
their cards cover it with a button, and he who first covers full 
horizontal row makes kino, winning the combined stakes, minus a |

PROGRESS OF THE PRINCE OF WALES IN CANADA--—RECEPTION OF THE | RINCE BY THE AUINORITIES AND PEOPLE OF FREDERICTON, N. B —FBOM A SKETCH BY OUR SPECIAL ARTIST. 


THE PRINCE OF WALES’S TOUR 
AMERICA. 


Quebec, Canada East. 

Qverzec, the chief seaport and stronghold of military power in 
British North America, is situated on a rock-bound promontory 
formed by the junction of the rivers St. Lawrence and St. Charles, 
and was for a long time the capital of Canada. It is strongly 
' fortified and garrisoned, completely commanding the navigation, 
' and by military authorities is declared impregnable. The city is 
reputed to have derived its name from the words “ Quel bec !” 
the exclamation of its hardy and adventurous discoverers when 
first its site broke on their astonished view. 

Quebec has a grand and imposing though somewhat confused 
appearance, quite in keeping with the broken, bold magnificence 
of the surrounding country, which for natural grandeur is gene- 
rally allowed to be unexcelled, Whichever side is approached 
by water, the city has the appearance of a huddled and confused 
mass, from the nature of an abrupt declivity on which a portion | 
of it hangs and skirts; nor is the impression thus obtained at all | 
diminished on landing, or as the stranger wends his way to the 
Upper Town. This portion of the city is more open, regular, 
and better built than the other. It is situated within the gates

; riage-way, with long and rugged flights of winding stairs, that 


and walls, and approached by a steep, serpentine street and car- | 


| dip into it here and there and lessen the distance of the pedestrian. 
| On the eastern end and point stand the Grand Battery, and por- 
tions of the fort, barracks and town; toward the north, the 
Esplanade; and west the Citadel, which crowns the heights. 
From Durham Terrace, which overlooks the river and the Lower 
Town, from the Cape or from the ramparts, a most magnificent 
natural panorama and amphitheatre unfolds itself, presenting to 
the eye of the beholder a scene incomparably grand and charm- 
ing—a view that never tires, and is always surrendered with 
regret. 

In the Lower Town, the streets (excepting, as to length, Cham- 
plain, St. Peter and St. Paul, which run along between the bases 
of the cliffs and heights and the margin of the river) are narrow, 
short and irregular, by reason of their frequent intersections. 
Eastward from the city, for some six or seven miles, to Mont- 
morenci Fall; westwards to Cap Rouge, for some nine miles or 
more ; by the St. Foye road, which runs along the acclivity that 
undulates and gently slopes into the valley of the St. Charles 
north of the promontory, with the many handsome villas and taste- 
ful grounds, the drives and views are very beautiful and picturesque. 
The wharves, considering the trade and large number of ships 
and craft of every kind that frequent the port, are very limited 
in extent, besides being disconnected and unsuitable for business; 
but on the side bounded by the river St. Charles, ample shipping 
accommodation and great improvements may easily be made. 
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Quebec is well lighted with gas; and by means of the works 
lately constructed at great expense, most abundantly supplied 
with excellent water from Lake St. Charles, at an elevation of 
several hundred feet above the highest level of thetown. <A con- 
tinuous stream of water can now, by its own pressure, be thrown 
over the highest buildings in the city, rendering next to impos- 
sible the recurrence of any very serious conflagration. 

Quebee carries on a considerable trade with the surrounding 
country and with the ports and fisheries below ; but her great busi- 
ness is ship-building and the lumber trade. She annually launches, 
rigged and equipped for sea, some thirty to forty vessels of vary- 
ing tonnage (1,000 to 2,000 tons or more), and exports some 
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33,000,000 cubic feet of timber, besides ashes, lumber, and other 
produce of the country; amounting together in value to some- 
where about $5,200,000. From 1,400 to 1,500 vessels from sea 
annually enter the port, not a few in ballast, it is true, but all of 
them with cargo outward bound. 

Scourged by sundry terrible conflagrations (the last especially 
in 1845), Quebec seems to be, Pheenix-like, rising again out < f its 
ashes, andJimproving greatly on the side comprising St. Roch 
suburbs, where the streets are being straightened and made longer 
and wider, and the old frame buildings fast giving place to those 
of brick and stone. In wealth and popylation, too, the city is 
increasing, slowly, it may comparison to the West, but 
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steadily ; and it must from its position continue to do so, unless its 
people exhibit @ lack of that energy which generally characterizes 
the Province. Throughout the Upper Town there are quite a 
number of objects interesting to the stranger; the Citadel, with its 
armory and magazines; the Roman Catholic Cathedral, with its 
many fine old paintings; the Episcopal, Presbyterian (Scotch), 
and other churches; the Esplanade; Governor’s garden; the 
new Naval University, just erected at a cost of nearly $400,000,

&c.; but to youth and to the historical stuaent, the most attrac- 
tive and instructive of them all will be the one same and only 
humble monument which meekly commemorates the two young 
heroes, Wolfe and Montcalm, who—in life emulous of each other's 
fame, in mortal strife for duty—now lie entombed in the field of 
their own common glory.
